Library  Report. 


To  the  Citizefis  of  the  Towji  of  Gilford: 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Gilford  public 
library,  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1903,  is  herewith 
submitted. 

The  library  at  the  present  time  contains  1,214 
volumes;  added  since  last  report,  93  volumes.  The 
addition  has  been  made  wholly  from  the  appropriation 
by  the  town.  The  total  number  of  books  loaned  the 
past  year  has  been  2,317  classed  as  follows:  Fiction, 
2,243;  history,  29;  general  literature,  5;  travels,  4;  art,  5- 
biography,  22;  poetry,  5;  juvenile  fiction,  4.  Largest 
number  of  books  loaned  in  any  one  day,  58.  Ten  new 
names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  patrons  of  the 
library  during  the  year.  This  year  has  witnessed  the 
removal  of  the  library  to  new  and  more  commodious 
quarters,  in  the  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  Select- 
men. The  partitions  have  been  removed;  the  ceiling 
raised,  and  the  room  has  been  nicely  painted  and 
papered.  With  the  addition  of  more  shelving  this  room 
will  answer  the  purposes  of  our  library  for  several  years 
to  come.  Many  thanks  are  due  those  who  have  sO' 
generously  contributed  to  the  library  during  the  year.. 
The  wall  paper  was  furnished  by  subscription  among  the 
ladies  of  the  town,  and  Mrs.  Carrie  Gill  and  Mrs.  S.  F, 
Rowe  gave  their  services  in  hanging  the  same.  The 
window  shades  were  the  gift  of  Mr.  Frank  W.  Potter  of 
Boston.  Two  nice  pictures,  valued  at  five  dollars,  were 
the  gift  of  the  young  people  of  the  Loyal  Temperance- 
Legion,  it  being  the  proceeds  of  a  supper  held  by  them. 

The  record  of  the  librarian  shows  that  works  of 
fiction  are  those  most  called  for  and  this  is  probably  true 
of  all  public  libraries.  We  have  endeavored,  however, 
to  get  only  the  best  works  of  this  class.     Many  books  in 
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our  library  classed  as  fiction  should,  and  probably  would 
in  a  large  library,  be  classed  differently. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  board  will  be 
found  annexed,  but  does  not  contain  several  bills  of 
expense  which  were  sent  in  too  late  for  this  year's 
report.
